l.am yery sorry to see from the papers that you have been serie 
ously ill since the meeting in Des Moines, | hope you are wel! recoy- 
ered before this, or if not able to attend to your correspondence, 


that some one wil! act in your place, 


You are aware that it is my earnest hope that i may, before long, | 


have an associate, but i recal! that in 1868 when | was looking for 
‘i associates for Erzroom you asked me for iniormation o/ the ‘ield 
which you could lay before young men, i then gave such information as 
~ helped to secure Messrs, Cole and Pierce, At present i have given you 
ay valuable items in my last annua! report, where | carnestly plead for 
w: an associate, my plea being endorsed by the Mission, Also in a letter 


written on the 8d of last April | give you yaluabie items of the work 

in Urdoo, idany things have conspired to delay a report of my tour last 
summer to the mountain region back of Urdoo, i wil! now giye you a fé- 
port of that tour, which wil! piace in your hands additional material 

for securing me an associate, 

At my invitation, iir, Seelye came from Gonstantinople expressly 
to accompany me on the pronosed tour, We left here Aug, 19, reaching 
Urdoo on the morning of the 2Uth, i had never before yisited Orda in 
the summer season, and it was a new expericnce to find the town go 
empty, and to meet so few of my chiens at _ the steamer landing, Several 


of the Armenian brethren had not gone back into the mountains, and it

was very gratifying to observe that among these few was a man whom | 
had never met before as he had newly joined the Protestant Community, 

i questioned him closely as to his motives in changing his religious 
connection, He said business reverses first turned his thoughts to- 
wards religious things, and he found there was no satisfying or hast ing 
comfort except that gained from the Bible, He said he had come among 
the Protestants because the Bible was duly honored and taught there, 
And it was noticeable that in the book-store, where | often met him, 

he always sat with the Bible open before him, Only one Greck brother 
remained in Ordoo, He was a boatman, and necessarily his business kept 
him by the sea, This "Boatman Todor" was an inferior looking young 
man and would scarcely impress one favorably at first, But a little 
acquaintance shows that he is mighty in the Scriptures, Al! his spare 
time he spends in the study of the Sible and in preaching it to others, 
He is familiar with al! the different editions in the Greck language, 
He had even in Dr. Constantine’ s Commentary on the NeW 
Testament a typographical error which gave him great uneasiness, as 
thought it 


he would be caught up by cavillers as an evidence of inaccuracy In our 


public ations, | was able to quiet him somewhat by saying that in later 


editions the error had doubtle Ss been corrected, 

After a delay of only a few hours in Ordoo we mounted horses and 
started for the mountains, Our road bis for about an hour on the mae- 
adami zed highway lately built from Ord 00 to Sivas. We then left the 
Carriage road,-.and fording the Millet irmak, a river of considerable 


size struck up the face of the mountain, coming out on the summit of 


a ridge which we followed a long distance, greatly enjoying the charm. 
ing views that opened up on either hand as we gradually er higher, 
feet ai night we reached a khan at a place called "Bakajak," or Pros- 
pect, And certainly it seemed rightly named, for it commanded a most 
extensive and charming view in every direction, Our accommodations were 
of the rudest kind, Our animals and ourselves were lodged in a large 
apartment, with only rubble wal!s at the sides, a shingle roof overe 
head, and the ground underneath, A few boards were,, however, furnished 
on which to spread our beds, An immense wood fire was built in the cen- 
tre of the room, the Smoke being left to gei out at the crevices in the 
roof, as it best’could, We had risen some $850. feet and we found here 
many villagers living in huts, and pasturing their cattle for the gummer, 
Jne of their number had that day been struck down with paralysis, and 
Dr. Jermagean,, who was one of our party, was sought out to help the suf- 
ferer, It was little, however, that he or any one could do for him, The 
next day we casily reached our friends at Ghambashi, which has an eleva- 


tion of about 600. feet, 


Chambashi is a summer city of some five: or six thousand inhab- 


itants. The houses are built almost entirely of wood, a frame of light 


timber being put up and covered with thin boards, only :it for summer 
use, On a little elevation are grouped together the shops wich consti- 
tute ihe market, Here al! sorts of business are found in active opera- 


tion. | was able even to find a watch tinkerer, who put a new hand on 
my watch, which nas faithfully served me since, On market day, which oc- 


curs every Monday, the streets are thronged, and ali sorts of articles 


rapidly change hands, it was noticeable that traffic in woo! formed a 


good portion of the business of the place, The name "“Chambashi" indicates 


Pine-summit, and | naturally looked for a pine forest. There was no forest, 
however, nor were there trees of any kind in the imme di ate vicinity of 
the place, On inquiry | found that the timber was long ago burnt up. to 
smelt iron ore from amine in the vicinitys A beautiful turf covers the 
surface of the ground, which undulates with summits and valieys, through 
which flow rivulets that. rise fromcool, refreshing springs, At such an 
elevation it was natural to find it pretty cold, and much of the time me 
totum a pot of coals an agreeable companion, Here the Mohammedans. have 
their mosque, and the different Christian communities have their church- 
es which serve for school-houses also, Uur Protestant brethren have la te- 
ly secured a comfortable place for school and church services, and we 
found everything moving on as in the city. The teachers were working on 


with their scholars, and on Sunday the mecting place was thronged with 


eager listeners to the truth, In the changed and freer neighborly rela- 
tionships tomed in tiis picnic town many new people are brought into 
the meetings and a new stimulus is:given to the work, At the Sunday 
services we found men present from distant villages, to whom the privil- 


ege of hearing God’s Word preached was a rare and greatly-prized luxury, 


| was much impressed with the great advantage to the cause of the 
| of Ordoo 
truth that the zealous community, should be tt own into the mountains for 


four months each year, They are like a beacon light on the mountain 


top. Un the Sabbath Mr, Seelye preached in Greek and i in Turkish, It 


is not surprising that Mr. S. found the language of this mountain region

very different from that which he had learned in Smyrna and Athens, He 


was very eager to learn the provincial dialect, 


As our time was limited, we were obliged to hurry on-to Semen, 


This is a village of some 150 houses, situated in a warm valley ten 
miles distant from Chambashi, and 600 feet lower down, But as all the 
ground for a considerable distance from the viliage is cultivated, .thes 
people are obliged to go, in summer, to what is called a "Yailah," to 
find meadow and pasture. land, We passed directly through the deserted 
village, and began the sharp ascent of 800 feet that brought us out on 
the beautiful plateau on which the Semen Yailah is built , and which is 
only a half hour distant, Here we found a second village, only that the 
main viliage is built of logs, while this is built of rubble-stone with 
no arrangement for housing animals, un every hand are beautiful meadows 
and pastures, and along the rocky ridges grow raspberries, hucki ecbhere 
ries and blackberries, and here we aap a dish of mountain trout that 
carried us back to our Vermont experiences, And it was indeed a sure | 


prise to find spruce gum for sale in the market of Chambashi, 


Yailah 
\\ About ten miles distant from the Semen is the Kara Geol (Black 


Lake) mountain, whose summit, with a glittering bank of snow, had long 
been in view while we had b en approaching, Accepting the proposal of 
some of the brethren, | joined a party to visit the summit of this moun- 
tain. The day was bright, though a few straggling clouds hung somewhat 

threatingly over the mountain top, Mounting fresh vill age horses we 
dashed rapidly over the high plateau and began the mountain ascent, At 


a point 87vU feet high we found the gond or smal! (ake of dark colored

water 

-, which gives the mountain its name, A little above the lake and 
the glacier 

at the lower edge of small was a beautiful meadow of mountain grass, 


honey-combed by a hundred little $f ams that trickle down from the 


snow, The water was so chilly cold that | could take but a sip of it 


at a time, and when_i remonstrated with one of my companions for swal- 


lowing a cup ful! at a-draught, he said, "Oh! we are used to it," But 


said 
he remembered what | had. ,wien during the next night he was violently 


sick, Numerous pilgrims were sacrificing sheep by the waters of the 


lake, , and sharing the meat with the poor who had followed them there, 


every hand stones had been put up in imi ta- 


tion of graves, At each of these symbolica! graves a man had merotred 
horn 
the ground and the grave hac been made of his length, 


so that, ceremonial! y, he would rest so much nearer heaven when he 


died, 

Leaving our horses,and such of our party as did not care to climb 
the mountain, at the grass plot, we began the rugeed ascent, I| found | 
could not climb so easily as i could when, as a boy, | used to go to 


the top of Mount Wansfield, But by working on slowly and taking fre- 
quent rests, sometimes, however, almost despairing of reaching the 
summit, |i at last succeeded, Sitting down on the very pimacle, which 
commanded an unobstructed view in every direction, |} examitred my aner- 
oid barometer, and found that we were 10100 feet above the sea-level, 
Unfortunately, the air was so hazy that | could get but an indistinct 


idea of the prospect, and while {| was writing in my note book great 


flakes of snow began to fall, which thickened so rapidly that it was

necessary to begin our descent without delay. The storm increased, the 
rocks became wet and slippery, and it was at considerable risk as wel! ag 
inconvenience that we made the descent, But a kind providence favored Us, 
and in due time we were again at the grass-plot, and after a little rest 
and refreshment, mounted our horses to return, arriving at the Yailah in 
a violent shower of rain, 

The next day was the Sabbath, and as Mr, Went pen UD. Kalusdean, the 
Ordoo Preacher, and Ur. Jermagean were with us , ali took part in the 
services, and we had three rousing mectings,~The brethren ve this sum- 
mer, rebuilt and enlarged their Yailah chapel, so that, with crowding, 
it would accommodate 250 or 80. people. it was pa¢ked to its utmost at 
each of the three services, During the day we called at every Protestant 
house, spending only a fewminutes in each place, in this way we found 
there thirty housesof wel! established Protestants, besides many indiyid- 
uals in other houses, and also a general permeation of evangelical ideas 
through the whole viliage, Even the old priest of the village showed 
great friendliness, At his request, we undertook the task of a reconeital 
iation between him and one of his parishioners. This was happily accom- 
plished, so far as externals are concerned, and the ecclesaastic’s grati- 


tude was unbounded, Al! these things show a great advance in the work 


“within the last iwo or three years, and if we al work together wisly and 
zealously, we may win the whole village, and many other villages} of that 
region for Ghrist. At present, Semen has no preacher except a Zealous, 
but uneducated, brother of the same viliage. And for a teacher the best 


they can do is to employ a boy about fifteen years of age, who needs to

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of these villagers is a hard one, but where such a light has entered in 


study rather than to teach. The brethren pressed me to send them a suita~ 


ble preacher, but | could do nothing for them, The teacher also was most

The cash received for books s ld last year in the Trebizond , 
station field was 6909 piastres, or 9304, against $210 the pre- 
vioUs year, or an sdvance of nezrly 45 per cent, The whole num- 
ber of books s ld was 1947, against 13852 the the previous year, 
Of these 788 were bibles and portions against 604 sold in 1885, 
an advance of 30 per cent, and 1159 other books against 748 the 
previols year, This very marked advance has occurred though only 
82 months of colportage were °xpended in place of 33 in 1885, 
Thirty-five places werc vis’ ted by colporters, some of them sev- 
eral times, 

Of the scriptures cold ici were bibles, 327 were tostamonts, 
and 86° other portions, Clas:ified according to language, there 
werc sold 23° Greck scriptures, 2U5 Armenian, 13. Greco-Turkish, 
117 Turkish, 57 Armeno-Turkish, 19 French, 9 English, 4 Arabic, 
4 Bulgarian, 3 German, «nd 2 exch of Persian, Russian and Ser- 
vian, If the Greco-Turkish copies be add-> to ‘he Grek, and the 
Armeno-[Turkish be addc to the Armenian, we find that 360 copies 


passed into the hands of Greeks, and 262 into the hands of Arme- 


nians, and 117 presumably into the hands of Turks, QS

My Dear Dr. Clark; 


/ have your kind favor of Feb. 26th. | am much encouraged at 
the hope of an associate which you hold out, | see from the Congregation- 
alist that twenty new men are under appointment, from which | infer you 
ave not without candidates, and | hope my turn to be supplied will come 
before long. You speak of a man’s coming here who is specially interest- 
dd in the Greck language and literature and in modern Greeks. /t is 
natural that such an one shouldthink particularly of coming this way, 
nor is there any harm in gratifying such a taste. provided there is a 
fpenuine missionary consecration which would make the candidate willing 
to go any where else, provided he were providentially called, 

There is shad bap thing. When Mr. Seelye came out it was your sug- 
gestion io him to spend some time in Smyrna or Athens. in order to per- 
fect his knowledge’of Greek. was not pleased with the at 
ihe time, and the issue proved that my fears were well grounded. Mr. 

S. told me that if he had come directly here, he probably would have 
been contented to remain here, | do not very much regret Mr. 8.’s leav- 
ing here, as in my opinion, his idea of the missionary work was a radi- 
cally mistaken one, But / should be very sorry to have aman of high 
promise turned elsewhere by an unlucky move at the start. The fact is 
a new missionary should give the place whe re he 1s to labor the first 
wamm outburstof his geal and sympathy. Let him throw out the stream of 


his sympathy in advance of his coming and follow that sympaly without 


allowing his attention to be diverted cither this way or that. Nor 


| 


is there any difficulty in one’s learning the language here. A Greek 
master, well versed in the best Greck, could be engaged to give lessons, 
and at the same time there would be an opportunity to get the collo- 
quial language. Mr. Seelye was very weak, while he was here, because he 
could neither use nor understand the language of the people. If he had 
come directly here at the outset he would soon have been free from this 
embarrassment. Hence, it seems very clear to me, that in every répec it 
1s betier that the new man and his wife should come directly here, And 

/ do. not, | think, need to press the personal considera tion of our be- 
ing supplied, at the earliest possible moment, with associates, aftér 
nearly five years v1 patient waiting. | may say, however, that the events 
of the past few days have impressed the urgency of this case on me. fA 
young man, brother of our oldest Greek Protestant, has lately come out 


a Protestant. He joined the Protestants four years ago, but at that 


time he was not sufficiently rooted to endure the persecution, and went 
han 
back. Lately he has been carefully studying the Scriptures, and begun 


atiending our services again, Persecution has opened on him, his wigfe 
having. been taken from him by her friends, But this time he remains 
firm, and refused to obey the summons of the bishop when called to an- 
swer the charge of heresy. This incident has produced a new stir in 
town, not the blind rage of four years ago, but a spirit of discussion, 


Nearly every day a group of young men gather in our bookstore and have 


a discussion with the bookseller, He is a Greek, but has only a common 


school education, and is unable to hold his ground, oftentimes, with 


these young men, some of whomare so well educated that they can raise 


very knotty questions, and then go away to boast how they discomfited 
the Protestant. Some of these young men have been and are my scholars 
in the study of English. If Mr. 8. had remained here and continued to 
teach these boys as | desired him to do, he would now have a splendid 
opportunity to preach Christ and make an‘impbression here. His mistaken 
idea seemed to be that he had come here to find a congregation over 
which he was to be pastor, and not as amissionary to build up a congrée 
gation, sometimes by lang use of various means besides the direct preac 
ing of.the gospel. | could foresee this opportunity which was likely 
to grow out of giving English lessons, but he could not, and thrust the 
chance away, not knowing what he did. One young man has continued with 
me so long that he can discuss very well in Enzlish, and almost daily, 
when he comes for his lesson, we have pleasant talks on some religious 
topic. He is very gealous for his church and earnestly protesis ihat he 
will never leave the bosom of the “Orthodox” comm union, / do n@t ask 
him to do that, but try in as many ways as possible to lead him to in- 
dependent ana prayerful study of the bible, The conversation turned the 
other day on the intermediate state, and | could but reflect how unfor- 
tunate it would be to have aman here who leaned in the least towards 
the pernicious speculation about a future probalion., 

How exceedingly weak we are to seige this opportunity, with no 
GreeR-speaking missionary, nor Greek evangelist, Numbers of these Greeks 


come into our chapel, but when they find the language is Armenian, of 


which they understand nothing, or Turkish of which they understand lit- 


ile and for which they have no taste, they go off. Would God we had a

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THE BIBLE IN SYRIA. 


REV. H. A, NELSON, D. D, 


Mucu has been said of the help which one gets to his Bible-reading from travel in 
Syria and Palestine. Actual sight of the scenes and objects to which the sacred 
writers make continual reference; familiarity with the customs and costumes of the 
people; direct beholding of Lebanon and Carmel and Tabor and Hermon, of Gen- 
nesaret and Jordan, and “the great and wide sea,’’ from the same points of view 
which the Psalmist enjoyed; walks about Zion, over Olivet, along the road to 
Bethany, in the streets of Jerusalem and Bethlehem and Nazareth; pitching one’s 
tent amid the fields in which the flocks of Abraham found pasture, and walking 
thoughtfully through ‘the street that is called .straight,’’ and fitly so called, in 
Damascus—all these, no doubt, add much to the distinctness and vividness of 
impression with which one, then and there or afterward and elsewhere, may read his 
Bible. Those who have not opportunity to enjoy this in person, may do almost as 
well by giving up their minds to the guidance of such a writer as Dr. Thomson, in 
‘‘ The Land and the Book.’’ Surely there is no better or holier use of our powers of 
imagination. No doubt there are some persons who, by the faithful study of the Bible, 
with such helps, have the whole sacred land and all its scenery in their minds’ eyes 
more perfectly than some who have traveled all over it with the most competent 
dragomen. 

I would speak now, however, to the readers of THE FOREIGN MISSIONARY, not of 
what sojourning in Syria does for the readers of the Bible, but of what the study of 
the Bible is doing for the inhabitants of Syria. In my sojourn with our missionaries 
last winter, in Beirut and Sidon, and no little touring with them among the villages 
of Mount Lebanon, nothing impressed me more hopefully than what I saw and heard 
of the quiet and patient diligence with which missionary and native teachers are 
filling young Syrian minds with the words and truths of holy Scripture. In many 
schools supervised by our missionaries, and in many of those excellent schools ° 
known as ‘Mrs. Mott’s’’—the ‘British Syrian schools’’—I tried the children with 
such biblical questions as I would use in testing the proficiency of our own Sabbath 
schools. Their eager faces would show with what interest they listened to the inter. 
preter’s rendering of my English into their own Arabic, and, doubtless, in my own 
face must have been visible to them the satisfaction with which I would receive their 
always prompt and correct answers. Then the missionary or the teacher would set 
them to reciting, in concert, whole psalms and whole chapters. 

In Mrs. Mott’s ‘*‘ Training School,’’ in Beirut, young Syrian women are well and 
solidly educated, as in our Normal schools; they are well taught in the common 
branches of secular knowledge, and made able to speak and read the English lane 
guage, and thus introduced to English literature. But no other teaching is made so 
prominent as the biblical. The Bible itself is directly and earnestly studied with the 
same thoroughness as any secular text-book; and its truth and spirit are made to 
encompass and pervade all other teaching, as the atmosphere encompasses and 
pervades our bodies and our homes. Numbers of the young women thus trained are 
already teaching the lower schools in the Syrian villages. Usually a group of these— 
two or three or more—are under the supervision of some English lady. I was a 
guest for three days in one such school in Hasbeiya, just above the northernmost 
fountain of the Jordan, i. e., of its branch, the Hasbany. Never shall I forget the 
restful comfort of that Sabbath and Saturday and Monday, in the home of Miss Gib- 
bons and Miss Lord, with their lady-like Syrian helpers. Rarely have I had more 
at isfactory experience of Christian fellowship. lcan no more doubt what effect the 
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streams of influence will have which flow from that school than of that upon the 
plain below of the wonderful stream that gushes, clear and cold, from the Hasbany 
fountaj n my Sabbath at Baalbek I met, in uur mission chapel, Madame Hiss, a 
ngéfve of Strassburg, whose vernacular is French, and who is able to speak English 

ell, She presides over, perhaps, a half dozen young Syrian women, trained in Mrs, 
Mott’s school and now teaching the children and adult women of Baalbek. Madame 
Hiss told me that she has 150 Moslem girls in her school. The Moslems there she 
finds more accessible than the Greeks and Maronites and Papists, whose ecclesiastics, 
male and female, watch them more closely. She also told me that one of her teachers 
acts as a Bible-woman, going about to Moslem homes and reading the Bible to women 
and to men, many of whom give respectful and eager attention. Moslem women 
come to the school to be taught to sew, and, while busy with their needles, they 
must needs listen to Bible reading, or the telling of Bible stories. Sometimes at first, 
she says, Moslem girls will scoff at the statement that Jesus is the Son ef God, saying, 
** God is not married.’’ But the patient and firm kindness with which they find them- 
selves treated by women so much their superiors, who worship Jesus, is apt to win 
them to respectful behavior. And who shall undertake to set a limit to the influence 


likely to be exerted by the Word of God thus hidden in even those prejudiced 


I know no finer illustration of Christian comity—no better exemplification of the 
communion of saints—than the harmonious co-operation of these British Syrian 
schools with our American Mission. The good English women who conduct them 
treat our missionaries as all true pastors love to be treated by ‘* women who labor 
with them in the Gospel;’’ and I believe, that they are all abundantly satisfied with the 
Christian manliness with which our missionaries fulfill the apostolic injunction, to 
‘*help those women.”’ 

Our own training schools in Sidon and Sukh el Ghurb and Beirut and Tripoli are 
doing the same kind of work as Mrs. Mott’s, in the same thoroughly scientific and 
thoroughly biblical way. Young women are trained who will be teachers and 
mothers; young men who will be teachers, physicians, preachers. All are getting 
their education in schools in which they learn nothing else more thoroughly than they 
learn the Bible. 

And, then, the Syrian Protestant [College at Beirut is educating in the same Bible 
atmosphere the men whose lives will make the history of Syria and, in no small 
measure, of Egypt, as that history shall flow into the twentieth century. The king- 
dom of God is coming in those lands, like leaven in meal. ‘* The Word ot God is 
quick and powerful.’”’ It is alive and life-giving. 


‘‘ THERE is a considerable amount of work, as well as responsibility, connected with 
a Mission treasury. As the current money of Persia is silver, and the common coins 
of one or two kians each, in the'course of the year there passes through the Treasurer’s 
hands twice (once when received, and again when paid out), some fifty to sixty thou- 
sand pieces of silver, amounting to about one thousand pounds weight! A pair of 
scales for weighing, instead of counting the money, has been a great ccnvenience ; 
the weighing being more expeditious and less liable to mistake than counting. Only 
ten tomans, however, about eighteen dollars, are weighed at a time.’’—Rev, J. L.

Dear Sir, 


The enclosed letter from the Rev. 
Mr. Montgomery, a missionary of our Society, has just come to hand 
and I beg, for the sake of the suffering people to which it refers, 
that you will give it aplace in your columns. We shall at once take 
steps to bring this appeal to the notice of the public in England 
and America. 
~About two mouths ago our Famine Committee responding to a like 
call from the region of Mardin, placed atthe disposal of the Ameri- 
can Mission in that locality about 300 Liras, the whole of the funds 
at its command. This sum was an unexpended balance remaining 
from a large amount given by our American friends, a few years 
ago, for distribution in the Angora vilayet in time of similar distress 
in that locality. . 

Sums given for such a purpose as this are distributed under the 
iimmediate supervision of our missionaries who always apply them 
of the relief of suffering humanity without regard to nationality or 
religion. | 

I think that the standing of our Mission in this land will be a 
sufficient guarantee on this point. I shall be glad to transmit any 
sums put at my disposal for this purpose. Our system of commu- 
nication with our people in the Interior is very convenient and in- 
cludes the use of the telegraph, so that we are able to place sums 
of any amount in the hands of distributing agents with the least 
possible delay.

Dear Brother Peet, 


What shall I do for this poor people during 
this dreadful drouth and starvation? There has not been any rain here 
this winler except three or four small showers. The ground is as bare 
and as dry as it was last autumn. There is not a field of wheat in 
all this plain within 20 miles of Adana, except afew acres near Tarsus 
watered from the river. There is no barley crop and no grass for sheep 
or cattle. Large numbers of the sheep and cattle have died and the 
remainder have been driven off to the mountains. There was some 
hope of apart of the cotton and sesame crop until two weeks ago, 
but now that hope has gone. The vineyards, too, are drying up, and 
not only will the grape crop be of no account, but many of the 
vineyards will be wholly destroyed. Young trees also will be destroyed. 

The exports of this region in cotton, sesame, grapes elc., usually 
amount to about 800,000 L. T. There is no hope of any exports 
this year. Wheat and barley worth 1,000,000 L.T. were raised fas! 
vear. This year there will not be one hundred liras worth. In the har- 
vesting, selling and handling of the various crops usually 100,000 men 
find employment and support. Here where farming is everything and 
everything depends on the crops produced, where farm-life is the 
source ofall the money that finds its way to the markets, a drouth 
like this stops all work and shuts off the money supply. Hence there 
is no money, no work and no means whereby the common laborer 
can get bread. Not only the 100,000 laborers have nothing to do 
this year, but masons, carpenters, smiths and merchants are 
without work. Eight out of every ten of our people are day laborers, 
dependent upon daily work for daily food. [I see no other way but 
that thousands of them must die of starvation unless help from a- 
broad comes tothem. Already many of the poor families are reduced 
to the last extremity for bread. Some families, not supposed to be 
very poor, have been shut up to a diet of dry bread for several 
weeks. Many are selling off their cooking utensils, beds and every 
salable article of furniture to buy bread. — If obliged to do this now 
at the very beginning ofthe vear, what will become of them before 
the year terminates? Masons and carpenters who usually earn from 
{5 lo 25 piasters per day, too spirited to beg, are asking for work 
at two piaslers per day. Every where is distress and consternation. 
Those who can get away to other places with hope of support are 
moving away, and hundreds have gone. 

Now what can we do in these sad circumstances? Is the Famine 
Committee of former years still in existence at Constantinople? Can 
we bring the matter to the notice ofthe chrisuan public in England 
by means of that Committee? Will it not be well to publish a part 
ei this letter in the Levant Herald, and ask for aid? Please take 
the matter into prayerful consideration and, for the sake of these 
poor, do what you can and advise me what todo. It is not a little 
singular that in this distress all eves, Moslem as well as christian, 
turn to us.

' THe TreasurER of American ‘Missions 
in ‘Turkey communivates the ‘following, 
which is the substance of a letter ‘from the 
‘Charity Committee, on whose behalt it is 
‘signed by an Armenian gentleman whose 


name is new to us:— 


Tha population of Adana vilayet is esti- 
mated at 370,000 souls. The drought extends 
over the whole of the plain of Cilicia, except a 
narrow strip of country ‘at the foot of the Jabel 
Bereket (Amanus) mowuntains, ‘and 200,000 
peopleare made sufferers by it. While a good 
ma: y of the inhabitants have fled to other parts 
of the country, by far the largest part are 
nnable to go anywhere. Of these not less than 
70,000 or 80,000 will soon be-erying for bread, 
and it will be necessary to make scme provision 
for them, as the famine is becoming more and 
more serious every day. Unless help comes to 
them soon it is feared that with the progress 
of the famine plague and disease will ensue. 

It is extremely sad to witness the ruinous 


such as beds, cooking utensils, <&c. are being 
sold in the markets and bazars, to buy bread, 
but the saddest thing is that many have already 
reached the end of the list of their saleable 
property, and before these words will be read by 
many, we fear that many of these poor who 
have sold everything at sueh ruinous prices will 
be perishing from starvation, ; 

That this peop'e sitting almost in the lap of 
the civilised world, and able to make their sad 
cry ring into the ears of Europe, should be left 
to perish from hunger must be owing to a ter. 
rib'e want of attention somewhere. This people 
of Cilicia who are about to perish are not in 
Siberia, or in China, or in Australia, but on the 
northern shores of the Mediterranean Sea. whence 
the germs of its fatal diseases may be easily blown 
to tho ends of the earth. 

Everyone knows the fearful consequences 
that sometimes follow the ravages of famine. 
It does not need a prophet to foretell the evil 
diseases that may spread from such a place as 
this. Ifthese poor people who are péerishing 
with hunger were at the ends of the earth, the 
benevolent hands of humane people would reach 
them even there, and we know without doubt 


-|that many hearts wonld feel constrained to aid 
-|them, as we have often seen them do. But now 
-l when the calamities which usually follow famine 


in such a warm climate as this, threaten the 
health of Europe, Asia, and Africa, will not the 
hearts of benevolent people feel much more con- 
‘strained to prevent it ? 

It is impossible but that the pain of sucha 
sore as this which bas broken out so suddenly 
‘and may increase rapidly and fiercely, should be

Dear Bro. ‘Peet, 


: I find that our post by steamer goes to you 

only once in two weeks,whereas 1 have been writing t# almost 
every week supposing we had a weekly post. I am afraid 

that thus many of my letters to you have been lost. NI have 
just been making a tour to the east side of our plain, to the 
towns of Uzerly, Chorkmerzmen and Osmania and home by Missis. 

Much ef the plain in that direction is strewed with the car- 
casses of dead sheep and Angora goats--sometimes as many,fif- 
ty on a half acre. Hundreds of thousands of them have perish- 
ed fer want of food. It is said that ninetyfive per,cent. of 

all the cattle on the plain, fave died. 

At Uzerly and Chorkimerzmen.4re about 300 people calling them- 
. selves Protestants, and most *ef them have become so this year. 

I made careful inquiries preacher there as 
to the reason of their coming. He says that before any money 
was given him for the relief of sufferers, thirty three houses 

* sent word to him( he was living in another village) that they 
had become Prot£stants and that of their own accord without 
his prompting, they went to tas government and enrolled them- 
selves as such. Gree the way was open,others soon joined then. 
He says that until the order forbidding the general relief,he 
yave whatever was given without distinction of sect, and that 
he has done what he could to hinder any coming simply for re- 
lief. I have talked with very many of the new Protestants in 
the villages and here, and all declare that they became Prot- 
estant because convinced of the truth, and net to get more aid. 
Some of them because receiving aid frem Protestant sources, 
came to the church to hear what the Protestants preached and 
became convinced thus. It is hard however to resisi the feel- 
ing that some of them were shrewd enough te forsee help frem 
the ever-helpful Protestants and so were led to cast in their 
let with them. 280 people in these two villages are supported 
from the famine fund at a cost of 8 Turk. lifras per week. The 
rest or the poor get their living oy begrving from door to door 
and by eating boiled grass and roots. Some of them said that 
they could get along with boiled grass very webl if they had 
Salt for it, but, they have not. 

"As the season advances the distress from want of food is be- 
eming more general, especialiy throughout the Marash field. 
Mr. Marden writes (date Mareh 9) froma ALvostor "ifultitudes are 
withouws Pood, syiue in ALooston but more in tie Villages. --The 
90) Christians of Yarpuz are in a vad condition. Kight or ten

families are feeding the rest with now and then a handful of 
wheat. I visited 60 families and was satisfied that the story 
of suffering was true. I wish I had a few liras for them. 
Marash city, Fundajak and Yarpuz are so far as I can learn the 
places of greatest destitution, though the bitter cry of jAun- 
ger comes from almost every village." 

We were in hopes that by this time here in Adana there would 
be work for many of the poor. But thousands of poor folks 
from the north and east, having left their families" with the 
Lord'/as a pious Marashhy said the other day, are pouring in 
here for work, and are wiliing to work for their daily bread, 
so that wages are kept down to four and five cents per day,& 
men here with families are deprived ef the means ef earning 
any thing for them. I hope thé new grain will be ready for the 
Sickle in about six weeks and that then there wili 0@ a change 
\\ But our difficulties are not likely to end then. The pastor 
of the church in Shar in the Taurus mountains, five days to 
the north of us, arrived yesterday,saying that the nearly two 
hundred families in his village had shared their provisions | 
with each other and eaten up everything there is in the villages, 
and now he has come here hoping for aidsgl have already sent 
them over 90 liras. Their harvest wili.ripe until July. This 
Wili o@ the case in all the mountain villages, and until then 
I do not know what they are to do. When we began the relief 
werk we planned only for Adana and vicinity, supposing that 
these mountain villages would get along without aid. But now 
their caS@ 1S if possible worse than that of Adana. I sent 50 
liras to Mr. Marden this week, 70 to Hadjin,25 to Tashjy, I5
